And 
have we mistaken a figure of speech 
and treated it as literal? W e erred. 
W<> misunderstood. The Great Teach­ 
er who rebuked His disciples, John 
and James, when they desired to call 
fire from heaven upon the city of 
Sam aria, because the people thereof 
refused to sell them food for 
the 
Master—-the «> mpat lietic One 
who 
said to them, “ Ye know not 
what 
manner of spirit ye are of; the Son 
of Man came not to destroy men's 
lives, but to save them” — could that 
Son of Man in any wise inten I 
to 
tell us that our great Heavenly Fath­ 
er bad less of the spirit of love and 
righteousness than tne two impetu­ 
ous disciples? Di<i ho mean to inti­ 
mate that while the disciples impet­ 
uously might have been willing 
to 
destroy the earthly life of the Sa­ 
maritans, the Heavenly Father, 
of 
still more demoniacal 
disposition, 
would treat practically all mankind 
ten million times worae than that, 
and use Divine Power to all eternity 
to perpetuate the sufferings of His 
earthly creature.’, which

Such an Interpretation, my 
dear 
brothers, is not supposable. W e must 
look for some explanation of th<* Mas­ 
ter's words more consistent with His 
own character and with the Heavenly 
Father's character, and more consis­ 
tent with our conception of what a 
just, loving, wise and powerful Cre­ 


nal life found that they had hindran­ 
ces of appetite or pleasure or what 
not. as dear to them as an eye, foot, 
hand, these precious but disqualify­ 
ing sins or wrong-doings should he 
put away— no matter how highly es­ 
teemed. B y way of contrast, the Mas­ 
ter suggested that if the retaining of

The word hell in our text is trox 
the Greek word gehenna, which) in 
turn, was a corruption of the He­ 
brew word gebhinnon, which signi­ 
fies valley of death. 
There are two 
other words in the New 
Testament 
(»reek translated hell in our common 
version. One of these, tartarus, has 
no reference to humanity whatever, 
but merely signifies our earth's 
at­ 
mosphere—the place 
where 
Satan 
and tti<* fallen angels are restrained 
in chains of darkness (II. Peter, II., 
4 t. The other Greek word rendered 
hell in flie New Testament, namely, 
shed. And all echolors know that 
both of these words signify the same 
tiling. They are used interchangeably 
in the scriptures 
to designate 
the 
state or condition 
of death — the 
tomb. No person, of even «light edu­ 
cation, would for a moment attempt 
I 
tto claim 
that 
eternal torment is 
taught by sheoi, hades or tartarus. 
The great stress of all who teach e'er 
nal torment falls, therefore, upon the 
word hell found in our text— in the 
original Greek, gehenna. 
AVliat we have to say respecting it 
will undoubtedly be news to but few 
of this congregation. But since ‘hi*
